FEW STUDENTS LEFT. 

At the annual meeting of the Que- 
bec Aasoclation of Congregational 
Churches bold recently, in Emmanuel 
Church, tha Rev. T. W. Davidson pre- 
sided. The morning session, after de- 
votions and the election of commit- 
tees, was largely devoted to the hear- 
ing ot reports and discussion on them.

In 1875," he continued, "the ex- 
periments with the telepljone, were, la- 
boratory or' parlor - experiments, but 
In 1876 experiments' were mode on 
long distance lines In Boston. At one 
of these demonstrations Lord Kelvin 
was present, and his opinion was that 
the only way of satisfactorily trans- 
mitting speech by electricity was to 
place the ' transmitting and the re- 
ceiving instruments miles apart. 

This was tried in Brantford on 
August 10, 1878, • when speech was 
successfully transmitted for the first 
time over a long-distance line.

I received 
and W. H. Griffin transmitted. Vari- 
ous persons spoke and sang, and I 
heard them at the' receiver. But- the 
first reciprocal telephone speech was 
mode m Boston, October 9, 1876. 

"The first draft of the specifica- 
tions were made in Brantford, and here 
are also copies of the first telephone 
used In the, conversation of 1876."

Hon. W. J. Hanna, Food Controller 
for Canada, Issued the following 
Statement recently bearing upon the 
temporao' shortage of sugar. He 
pointed out tljat the pew crop will be 
on the market soon after the end of 
.the, year. In the meantime the pub- 
lic an! urged to economite In the use 
sugar and to avoid hoarding, and 
dealers are warned against advanc- 
ing prices to the consumer. Prices 
of raw 'sugar have been established, so 
that higher prices for the refined 
product are unnecessary. 

"There are two alternatives at the 
present moment for handling the tem- 
porary sugar situation," said the Food 
Controller. ' "One Is to make a request 
of the dealers and the public, and the 
other is to ,put in force most drastic 
rèifUlations.'" 

"The .- latter, course should not- be 
necessiaiy, because when the Canadian 
people understand the situation .1 feel 
sure ,th«y will do everything they can 
to reduce their consumption of sugar 
until- the new crop is available. It 
rests -w'th the public ot Canada as to 
which method will be adopted. ;

Urges No Hoarding. 

The FooA Controller laid emphasis 
upon the necessity that hoarding of 
lugar be avoided. It is expected that 
prices for next year will be material- 
ly lower than those that ruled during 
the present season. The International 
Sugar Commission "has assumed con- 
trol of all supDlieg, and their distri- 
bution, w4th power to regulate prices, 
and those people who are unpatriotic 
enough to hoard BUgar , will, in all 
probability, lose money. 

With the arrival of Sir Joseph White 
Todd, and Mr. John ' V;' Drake, the 
British members . of . the International 
Sugar Commission, which will do all 
the buying .for the Allies, the control 
of air sugar supplies now centres m 
° one organlaatlon. The price of raw 
O Cuban sugar has been reduced by one 
O half cent, per pound, but no further 
O reducUon can be expected until the 
O new crop comes on the market. Can- 
O -Ida will. In common with the Eastern 
O United States, therefore, be short ot 
O sugar between now and the end of 
O tbe year, but It Is believed that 50 
to 60 per cent of the usiiafôidwnand 
will be met. If all classes ;ln -.Canada 
ajid the United SUtes will co-oper- 
ate with the food administration and 
be willing that the necessary reduc- 
ion In consumption should be epult^bly

The question Is already a familiar 
one for all the readers of Vie au Grand 
Air. The war has Just again empha- 
siied its importance. It hag pitilesa- 
iy shown up all the defects of the 
preparation of our man power, Juat as 
it has that of our artillery. 

At the very time when athletic edu- 
cation was receivingr, on the front, the 
most brilliant praises from all our 
chiefs, without exception, at the very 
time when iU adepts were recelvlns 
congratulations on all aiaes. It waa, at 
least noticed that the offlclal cur- 
ricula had calmly forgotten to pre- 
pare Frenchmen physically to be sol- 
diers. Fortunately, flie Quality of 
the race is extraordinary; It pos- 
sesses, above all. marvellous supple- 
ness, it soon catches up the time losu 
But a good repair ii never so advan- 
tageoUB aaVa good and proper pre- 
paration, of that we must be convinc- 
ed The school curricula do not give 
gymnastics and sports any serious 
place among the subjects they con- 
tain. "We may even say that sports 
are rather tolerated than accepted. 
There still exists a notorious Wrtlcle 
of the Civil Code which holds the 
headmaster or principal or the head 
of the institutloiJ responsible for any 
accidents which may happen to his 
pupils, when they are at the school or 
lycee. And it was not without a cer- 
tain amount of astonishment, a few 
months ago, right In the n»Id<"e 
war at a time when the schoolboys of 
to-day are on the way to becoming 
the .soldleni of to-morrow, that we saw 
that the courts had again rendered a 
decision against the director of a 
school, one of whose pupils had hroH- 
on his arm when playing with stilts 
In the courtyard! Right at the time 
of the battle of Verdun! A broken 
arm! Just think of HI The resul 
was not long In following cause 
■james were suppressed. When will 
the time come when Pe°P'« 
ize. as they did for the 1916 and 19i7 
".lasses, that these young P«°P'«,*J* 
Insufficiently prepared; that iney 
Uve not the whole weight, especial y 
the muscular weight, neoessaiy -to 
make a soldier Immediately? At that 
time, there will be six months left 
in which • to teach, them everything, 
and their chiefs will And themselves 
faced by the following dilemma: -either 
o endeavor to wafafiUhem ,ev.nrtnU.B 
at once-gymnastlcàV sports, "hooting, 
mlUtary ^struction. technical specl- 
Ses^whlch W*ll necessarily resul

to Tend them to the front insufficient-

tion. For we must not forget that at 
U present time the '«serves and 
the territorial, troops consUtute four- 
fifths of our army. 

It la Incontestable that In modem 
warfare, still more perhaps than In 
formeç wars, the soldier n»"st be not 
«n athlete property so-called (for as 
an athlete is a prlïe winner in a gen- 
eral compeUtlon, and an exceptional 
individual of not much general use U 
too speclallied), 'but a being capable 
Of a -varied phySIciil ^«fort. . an effort 
which Is now brief" and violent, now 
slow and sustained. He """a' »'ave a 
brain accustomed to rapid physical de- 
cisions, which may. at times, be the 
means of saving his life and preserv- 
ing a combatant' for his country; he 
must have a strong, unwavering soul 
to face peril, suffcting, the unknown. 
He must be In the habit of Immedi- 
ate comprehensive, physical obedi- 
ence to the will of the chief. He must 
have a soul knowing how to com- 
mand, because it has first, learned to 
obey. The soldier of to-day, In the 
midst of this frightful harvest of men, 
Is often the leader of to-morrow. But, 
whatever may be the qualities of a 
race, all the children of that race are 
not endowed with the same. gift?. And 
agaln.Cthey are not all endowed to 
the same extent,' they may be per- 
fected Indefinitely, and all ameliora- 
tion is a gain for the value of this 
common effort which com«tltutes thé 
offensive strength of an army. 

It was impossible that the résulte 
of experience involving millions of 
men should not show up these pro- 
found truths, for' . so long misunder- 
stood. 

First of all. it was necessary to ar 
range for physical preparation of the 
1916 and 1917 classes. The Military 
School, Jolnville, Salnt-Cyr. Salnt- 
Maixent, sent all the Instructors to 



the front long ago. It was therefore 
necessary to call^upon civlUana for 
the foundation of the requisite physi- 
cal training squads. The best oC 
these were themselves at the front. 
Indeed, the French army Included 
400,000 young men belonghig or hav- 
ing belonged to the Union dea So- 
ciétés Françaises de Sports Athlétiques 
(Union of French Societies for Ath- 
letic Snorts). FVirtunately, recourse 
could be had to men over military 
age, to the wounded and to the sick. 

The military and civil authorities 
understood this. On the Initiative of 
our excellent colleague and friend, Mr. 
Frantz Relchel, mobilized as an In- 
fantry lieutenant on the Meuse (who, 
not being able to pursue liia efforts 
himself, had asked me to be good 
enough to represent him . in this in- 
stance), the Union des Sociétés Fran- 
çaises de Sports Athlétiques, first of 
all, and following in its wake, the 
Comité National des Sports (National 
Sports Committee), represented by Its 
president. Count Clary, took up a cer- 
tain number of negotiations which led 
to valuable initial results. . A first 
delegation, composed of Messrs. Ma- 
melle. Commandant Valette. Spltzer. 
Prantz-Reichel (passing through Paris 
on furlough), and myself opened with 
the Direction of Infantry fairly la- 
borious negotiations, In which the 
high authority of Count Clary ana 
of M. Merlllon was of great assist- 
ance to us. It was decided that the 
schools of Salnt-Cyr, of Jolnville. of 
Salnt-Maixent, should be provided 
with the special physical training in- 
structors, and the U.8.P.S.A. was en- 
trusted with making out the list and 
taking entire responsibility for two of 
these schools; Jolnville and Salnt- 
Malxent. It placed at the disposal 
of. the minister and through him, at 
the disposal of the army corps com- 
manders, its regional committee In the 
Interior. First an immense step, since, 
tor the first time, officially, and, by a 
letter addressed to the Union, the 
Minister for War asked for its as- 
sistance in the physical training of 

the army. , „ 

" Thus the first bridge was built be- 
tween the private organizations and 
the French Army. A commission hav- 
ing been stlpulnted by agreement 
with the two ministries — for War 
and of the Interior - we called upon 
M. Malvy and' submitted to him the 
propositlôn of taking advantage of 
the opportunity to render uniform, 
general and compulsory the methods 
of physical training from the school 
to the regiment. M. Malvy gave the 
proposal an excellent reception and a 
few days later we met together again 
at the Ministry of Public Instruction, 
where, on the initiative of M. Paln- 
leve, a general plan for post-school 
instruction and training is being pre- 
pared. There we found enthusiastic 
supporters 6f this general plan, and 
It was agreed that such a remodelling 
of physical .training In France must 
apply the fbllowing principles which 
may .to-day be considered as practic- 
ally 'conceded: 

I. — Physical training forma a whole, 
lasting from the schoolroom until af- 
ter the period with the regiment. It 
must therefore, like a curriculum of 
studies, constitute a series of exer- 
cises, following tho child, the youth, 
the soldier, and the man, with the 
game general underiylnï principles 
through the various ages of his life. 

II. — Side by side with gymnastics, 
properiy so-called, sports will have 
their place, and a very Important one. 
In the training. Didactical and pure- 
ly demonstrative pedagoglo.ainethod8 
do not suit our national temperament; 
The elements of fighting and direct 
competition which In themselves con- 



stltnte the very Idea of sport, must 
be brought into play. 

nL-rW these tour sta«ea. two, the 
school and the regiment, must be reg- 
ulated by the State. As to the other 
two periods — post-school a^d post- 
regimental — the State wlU have re- 
course to the societies for physical 
training. The electric organization 
of the National Sports Committee 
(Comité National des Sports), which 
groups together all the federations and 
comprises two million members, gl\*8 
to It alone in France a serious, suffi- 
cient and general basla of hifluence 
over the country. 

IV.— Physical training, both at 
school and in the regiment, must not 
only be permitted, must not only be 
favoured must not only be relieved of 
all ahd judicial Wndrances and 

responslblllUes, but must bo made 
compulsory. 

The State needs bodies as well aa 
brains. It is Inadmissible that. In a 
country with a low birth rate like 
ours, having enemies with a large 
popuhltlon. the State should neglect 
to use all Its authority, all its legal- 
ity in order to create, by comJpul- 
sory physical training, the greatest 
possible number of combatants. Com- 
pulsory education has reduced the 
number of illiterate people. Compul- 
sory physical training will reduce the 
member of the unfit for military ser- 
vice and will permit of the advance 
calllng-up the necessary classes. In 
the hour of danger. There Is no ques- 
tion of making athletes, any more than 
compulsory education was claimed to 
train savants. But our country, which 
ensures to each of us a certain mini- 
mum of safety and of clvllUaUon. Is 
entitled to require, If we wish to be 
defended by.U, and by those upon 
whom It calliy for our defense, that we 
begin by submitting to the best phy- 
sical training capable of enabling us 
to take ourselves an effective place In 
the ranks of Us defenders,— Vie au 
Grand Air, Paris.

HARVARD'S R. O. T. C. HAS 1*60 
MEN. 

The Reserve Officers' Training Corps 
at Harvard consists of a regiment of 
three battalions and twelve compan- 
ies. Any student of the University is 
eligible to enter the Corpi, and at tho^ 
present time 1,050 men are enrolled. ' 

Two courses are offered: MlUtary 
Science I. and Military Science K. 
Military Science I. is an elementary 
course for men with little or no pre- 
vious training and Is open to all stu- 
dents physically fit. The Instruction is 
in thr^e parts, sections, lectures and 
drills. 

The weekly schedule Is as follows: 
Two lectures on advanced military 
problems; two hours of drill with the 
members of the elementary course, and 
one hour of Instruction in the French 
manoeuvres and other advanced work.

TOriK OP PRINCH PRKSS. 

It hbs been quite interesting to 
watch tho French press during these 
years of war. For the most part it 
has shown Itself a strong factor on 
the side of discipline and ohoerful- 
ness, those essentials of patriotism, as 
weU as a decidedly well-informed cri- 
tic of the world's affairs. It Is a 
curious fact that, In spite of the 
drastic curtailment of space, owing to 
the shortage of paper. French editors 
have continued unfailingly to provide 
their public with the serial story, the 
"conte." or the "nouvelle." covering, aa 
It would seem to the outsider, far too 
much valuable space in a much re- 
duced sheet.
